Far from the Coastal Range and 
Sierra Nevada, a lone volcanic 
range rises above the lowlands of 
the Central Valley. Long held 
sacred by the native peoples of the 
region, the Sutter Buttes are consi- 
dered by naturalists to be an 
“island” of diversity and contrast 
whose steep domes of rhyolite and 
andesite are home to a unique 
assemblage of flora and fauna. 

On Wednesday, March 8, at 2:00 
and 7:30 p.m. and March 9 at 7:30 
p.m., Walt Anderson, artist, 
photographer and guide, will pro- 
vide an insider’s view to this spe- 
cial range. Combining an artist’s 
eye and a scientist’s quest for 
knowledge, Anderson celebrates 
the unique ecosystem of the Buttes 
with a slide presentation and will 


discuss how this unique landscape 
of learning and inspiration is also a 
valuable model of public use of 
private lands. 

For those adventurers not con- 
tent to just hear about the Sutter 
Buttes, but would like to exper- 
ience them first hand, a special 
tour is being offered through the 
Academy’s Adult Education Depart- 
ment. This expedition sponsored 
from March 17-19, will be led by 
this month’s lecturer, Walt Ander- 
son.

Clyde Tombaugh with bis home-made 
9-inch Newtonian telescope, taken in 
the summer of 1928 on the family 
farm near Burdett, Kansas, 18 
months before the discovery of Pluto. 


Clyde Tombaugh, professor emeri- 
tus at New Mexico State University, 
and the only man in the 20th cen- 
tury to discover a planet, will 
present a lecture at the Academy 
on Thursday, March 2 at 7:30 p.m. 
Dr. Tombaugh, now 82, will dis- 
cuss a lifetime of achievements, 
the most notable being his discov- 
ery of Pluto on February 18, 1930. 
After his talk, the public is invited 
to meet Dr. Tombaugh personally 
for a poster signing. All proceeds 
from the event benefit the Clyde 
Tombaugh Scholarships at New 
Mexico State.

Ichthyology Expedition 


Researchers on board the Soviet vessel 


Dr. Eric Anderson of the Aca- 
demy’s Department of Ichthyology 
returned in January from a two 
month oceanographic expedition 
to the Indian Ocean aboard the 
Soviet research vessel ‘Vityaz.” Dr. 
Anderson was part of a nine- 
member delegation of invited 
scientists aboard, the largest num- 
ber of foreign scientists ever to 
participate in a Soviet expedition. 
The party included ichthyologists 
from Australia, Canada, Denmark, 
England, West Germany, and the 
United States. The voyage took the 
scientists through the Mozambique 
Channel (between Africa and Mad- 
agascar) to Walters Shoals, a sub- 
marine bank about 650 miles 
south of Madagascar, then to the

The 
objective of the cruise, under the 
direction of Dr. N. V. Parin of the 
Institute of Oceanology, Moscow, 
was to collect and study the deep- 
sea bottom fishes of offshore sea- 
mounts and ridges of the western 
Indian Ocean. Dr. Anderson col- 
lected important speciments for 
his own research on southern 
hemisphere fishes, as well as some 
for Dr. Tomio Iwamoto, also of the 
Academy’s Ichthyology depart- 
ment. Dr. Iwamoto has several 
joint papers planned with the 
Moscow group on the grenadier 
fishes of the Indian Ocean and 
spent three months last summer in 
Moscow with this group of ocean- 
going fish researchers.

Continuing Exhibits 


A Great White Shark has invaded the 
waters of the Academy’s Steinhart 
Aquarium. Actually, the shark is 
frozen and exhibited in a specially 
designed freezer display case, 
located near the amphibians and 
reptiles. This 13 1/2-foot, 1500- 
pound male was caught in the 
Gulf of the Farallones and donated 
to the Academy by Half Moon Bay 
fisherman Michael McHenry. 

The Academy also has two spec- 
tacular exhibits of environmental 
photographs. “Sliding Toward Ex- 
tinction: The Vanishing Wildlife of 
California,’ co-sponsored by the 
Academy and the California Nature 
Conservancy, features 25 large- 
scale color photographs by Acade- 
my photographer Susan Middleton 
of the more than 250 native 
California plants and animals 
already listed as endangered, 
threatened or rare. The exhibit is 
funded by Chevron USA and the 
Dean Witter Foundation, and will 
be on display through May 18. 

“Gorilla,” co-sponsored by the 
Academy and the Aperture Foun- 
dation in New York, features the 
compelling photography of Nick 
Nichols with on-location record- 
ing by Dr. Bernie Krause. Major 
funding for “Gorilla” has been 
provided by Mr. and Mrs. George 
Roberts with generous support 
from Mr. and Mrs. Carroll Soo-Hoo 
and the Institute of Museum Serv- 
ices.
